Probably no other state has more in­ 
terest in road building than Oklaho­ 
ma at this time. One day the citizen* 
of (’handler en masse turned out and 
built several miles of a public high­ 
way. Bankers, 
merchants, 
lawyers 
and doctors put on overalls and wield­ 
ed picks and shovels and spades, and 
many farmers lent their teams* and 
implements. A similar proceeding was 
had at Lawton, in Southwestern Ok­ 
lahoma, and at 
Nowata 
plans 
arr* 
made for probably the largest road- 
building project by 
donation 
con­ 
templated in this or any other state. 
A new impetus has been given road 
building in Oklahoma by the several 
county agents of the 
farm 
demon­ 
stration work being carried on un­ 
der the I nited States department of 
agriculture. The agents are dissem­ 
inating good roads literature and dis­ 
cussing plans with all the farmers in * 
their jurisdiction. The plans involve * 
all of the latest and most scientific 
ideas in road building collected bv 
the Department of Agrculture from 
all available sources in the United 
Stares, and they are especially appli­ 
cable in that part of the state that 
formerly was Indian Territory which 
had few good roads before the advent 
of statehood.
